He was then placed 

in a cab and conveyed to the Hoya! Naval Hospital, which is near. 

The wound fs on the left side, just over the stomach, and under the 
ebort ribs. 

Ox Saturday morning, Mr. W. Payne, coroner for the City and 
Southwark, held au inquiry respeoting the suicide, under very 
үнішіпі circomstavces, of a widow named Jane Steel, aged forty- 
five yeara. Eliza Salmon, 84, New-atreet, Horeleydown, said that 
the decessed was married to & carpenter, who died recently, and 
was buried on the previous Wednesday evening. She grieved ex- 
eersively about her bereavement, aud upon returning from the 
fuusral said, “I do not think 1 shall live loug after bim Do not be 
surprised if you find me dead. You will ind a shroud fn the house, 
and put it on me." Witness at the time onnsidered that the expres- 
sions were merely the result of depression, and took no notice of 
them. Bhe was left some house property by her husband, and 
was in no peouniary difficulties. She had one child living. 
Henry Mabcheater, 45, New-street, said that he lodged in deceased's 
house. On the morning of Thursday weer he found his landlady 
Lenging by а rope to а hook in the kitchen ceiling. Ho called in 
‚ оше men, who cut her down, but the deceased was quite dead. It 
appeared that the deceased had not slept during the nig ht after her 
»eturn from her husbsnd's funeral, and that in the early morning 
еһе procured а горе, and having made it fast to the hook while 
standing on the dresser, put the noose around her neck, and, jamp- 
ing off, effectually hanged herself. The Coroner having summed 
up, the jury returned а verdict of “ Buicide while in a state of tem- 
porary insanity." 

OCoLowsL Wriaut, the deputy inspector-general of volunteers, 
officially inspected the 29th North Middlesex Volunteers on Mon- 
day, іп the Regent’s Park, in the presence of about 3,000 spectators. 
Thie corps, muatering nesrly 300 rank and file, under the command

It was recorded in this journal about a year ago that the

the womeu of onr country will bo glad to know that Miss Florence 
Nightingale—of all Eog'ieh women acarcely less beloved, perhaps, 
thau Queen Victoria hereeli—hes uct only fu'ly syopstbized with 
those of her American sisters who during the isto war have to 
nobly emulated her own former labours, but that throughout the 
contest she has felt an abiding interest in the success of our national 
cause. Thoogh for some time past Miss Nightingalo has been pro- 
hib ted by her physicians almost entirely from corresponding with 
or receiving friends, the news of the assassination of our late 
President had soaroely arrived, when I received а very kind letter 
from her, not wiitten by either of her seoretsries, but in her own 
hand, іп whioh she expressed the ‘deopest sympathy of grief aud 
horror’ with which she contemplated the terrible catastropbe — 
stating that she thought it had produced s feeling of greater goneral 
distress than did ths death ‘of our own Albert.” In а sub:oqueut 
note, too, Miss Nightingale speaks of her ‘conatsnt anà deep 
sympathy ' with America in the loss of her ‘honest, noble-hearted 
President’ wiih a warmth of affection which woald do credit to 
any patriotic American.

THE FATAL AOCIDENT ON THE MATTERHORN. 


Тик Rev. Joseph M'Cormick, cba;lain at Zermatt, gives the follow- 
ing particulars of the recent terrible calamity on the Matterhorn, 
which forms the subjeot of our first-page illustration :— 

“Some months ago the Rev. Oharles Hudeon determined із 
ascend the Matterhorn this season. Before leaving England bo іп- 
vented and made a kind of ladder fcr scaling precipices. Mr. Birk- 
beck and I agreed tc accompany him оп his expedition. Оп ar- 
riving && Zermatt on Wednesday, the 12th inst, he met with Mr. 
Whymper, who for some yeare past has beeu anxious to conquer the 
Matterhorn, and has made several attempts to do во. They agreed 
to work together. Mr Birkbeck and I were both prevented from 
joining them. Lord Franois Douglas, who had made several suo- 
cessful ascents this season, and had been with Mr. Whimper for a 
few days previously, and Mr. Hadow, who had been up some high 
mountains with Mr. Hudson, were allowed to go with them. 
Having secured the services of Michael Oroz, опе of the best of tho 
Ohamoanix е and of Peter Taugevald and his son, they 
started on expedition on "Thursday morning. That night 
they slept on the Hornli arrete, and at 8.30 am. on Friday they 
began the ascent by the rocks on the left of it. They met with 
no great diffionlty, and reaobed the top about two o'clock. There 
they were in the greatest delight at the accomplishment of their 
purp:se. We saw them distinctly from Zermatt. About three 
o’olock they began the descent. Boon after they were all 
roped ther. Orcz was firet, Hadow next; thea came 
Hudson, Lord Francis Douglas, Peter Taugevald, Whymper, and 
Peter Taugevali’s son. Not very fer from the summit they bad to 
pass over a difficult and rather dangerous place. It was a decline 
composed of snow and rock, with very indifferent holding for the 
feet. ‘They were descending with great caution, when Whymper 
was startled by an exclamation from Oroz, and the next moment he 
saw Hadow and Croz flying downwarde. The weight of the two 
felling men jerked Hudson and Lord Franois Douglas from their 
ieot. The two Taugovalde and Whymper, having à warning of а 
second or two from the time that Oroz oalled out, placed them- 
aelveg вд firmly as possible, to hold the others up. The pressure 
upon the rope was too much. It broke, and Oroz, Hadow, Hudson, 
aud Lord Francis Douglas fell headlong dowa the slope snd shot 
out of sight over a fearful precipice. Mr. Whymper's feelings at 
this шау be imagined. The two ‘remaining guides were so oom- 
pletely unnerved by the calamity which had befallen thelr oom- 
panions that they fond i; difficult to descend. Мг. Whymper 
and they spent а miserable night on the mountain at & great height. 
As they caue down іше) looked in all directions for some traces of 
their compsu‘ons, bat from the shape of the mountein they could 
not омса even a glimpse of them. At 1030 a m. on Saturday they 
reached Zermatt. Though he һай no hope thet any of his oom- 
panions were alive, Мг. Whymper immediately gent guides to search 
for them. In the evening tuey returned to tell us that they had been 
able, with the aid of thetr telescopes, to see where tuey ley. but had 
been prevented by the width of the crevasses from reaching them. 
Being в friend of Mr. Hudson, Mr. Whymper sent forme. I had 
gove to the Corner Grat. On my return it was too late to do any- 
thing thet day. After consulting together Mr. Whymper and I 
agreed to start in search of our friends on the follo morning at 
one o'elock. The Rev. J. Robertson and Mr. Phillpotts most 
kindly volunteered to accompany us. The Z it guides refused 
to go with us, as it would b» Sunday, and ur, us, a8 there was 
no hope of saving any lives, to defer our ех until they had 
mids preparations for overcoming the difficulties of the way. Mr. 
Whymper, though exhausted by upwards of sixty hours’ work, 
gallantly refused to scoede to their request. Franz Andermatten, 
of Sass; the Brothers Lochmatter, of Maougnaga, and f'rederio 
Payot and Jean Tairraz, of Chamounix, generously offered their 
services for tbe expedition. We hope their names not be for- 
gotten. After ва arduous walk, in «hich we were exposed to much 
danger, we roached the enow field on to which our friends had 
fallen. When we looked up at the 4 000 feet above ав, and observed 
bow they must have bumped from rock to rock before they reached 
the bottom, we knew they could not be alive, and we feared that 
they would be во awfully mangled that we should not 5e able to 
recognise them. Our worst fears were realized. We found no 
traces of Lord Franois Douglas, with the exception of some trifling 
articles of dress. His body must either have remained on some of 
the rocks above, or been buried deeply in the snow. Огох lay near 
to Hadow. Hadson was some fifty уагда from thom. From the 
state of their remains, the danger of the place (for it is exposed to 
aho wers of stones), and the very great diffioulty of tho way toit, we 
came to the conclusion that the best thing we could do would be 
to bury them ia the snow. We drew them all to one spot, covered 
them with snow, read over them the 90th Psalm from а prayer- 
book taken from poor Hudson's pocket, repeated some prayers and 
& few words from the Parial Service, and left them."

Tug New York correspondent of the Herald desoribes а terrible 
cyolone which crossed the Mississippi, near the Prairie du Obien, 
Wisconsin, and swept on into the laiter State :— 

“ Apparently its area hero narrowed down materially, for while 
in portions of Iowa it spread over a space of twenty miles, in Wis- 
consin its track is at th» greatest but half a mile in width, aud as 
it left the State it had condensed itself into an area of not 
greater breadth than twenty rods. Nevertheless it was іп 
this State that the tornado effected the most sppalling damage. 
The village of Virogna, in Vernon county, was virtually wiped out. 
In this little town seventeen persons were killed aud 100 wounded. 
І һауе spoken of the storm as ‘the tornado,’ but eye-witnesses 
living in this village epesk of two. It mey not be improbable that 
the oyoclone split in half at some point near the Mississippi. At all 
events, the two storms (if there were two) united jast over this 
village of Virogna.

Tre anxiety with which, even а: а time of political excitement, 


pleaded “Guilty,” and has been senteneed to death. It is now 
more then five years since the whole of England was startled by 
the news of a murder more mysterious, if not more horrible, than 
any which had been committed in recent times. The speculations 
of the hour we need not recapitulate. The crime was at the time 
charged upon Constance Kent by а man who was entrusted with 
the fall investigation of the onse, and whe had better opportunities 
than any one else о! observing the demeanour of the various per- 
sons who lodged in tho house at Road on the night when Francis 
Kent was murdered. But suspicion could not be supported by 
proof. There was the flighty young girl who had already given 
signs of an erratic disposition, and who might be imagined guilty 
of many eccentricities. But it woald have been monstrous to 
argue from the freaks of a girl of sixteen to one of the most 
deliberata and cold-blooded crimes which have ever een 
perpetrated. Beyond the unsatisfactory story of the misi- 
ing bedgown, there was no positive evidence at all against 
Miss Kent, and it was necessary to release her within a few days 
of her apprehension. There were many, indeed, who, from the 
induction of the facts, had а strong conviction that she was the 
one guilty person in that unhsppy household. But this wes sus- 
рісіор, and nothing more. There was no positive evidence against 
her, while there were many circumstances which seemed to direct 
the attention of the public to other persons in the house. With 
respect to this part of the case we are desirous to say as little ss 
possible. It would serve no purpose to bring up again the сігопш- 
stances which were supposed to direct suspicion against innocent 
persons. It is now satisfactorily ascertained that Miss Kent, 
and she alone, was guilty of this dreadful and unnatural murder. 
The plea of “Guilty,” and the observations of Mr. Coleridge 
which followed it, indicates that the prisoner, after 
many weeks’ imprisonment and full communication with 
those who were bound to protect and defend her, 


and exoulpated every ene eles. Her counsel spoke іп the 
most solemn manner, and testified in court that he folly be- 
lieved the truth of her confeasion. The mystery is solved, the 
story which has for five years employed the ingenuity cf the 
curious both at homo and atrosd is now fally unfolded. She 
must have risen from her bed that night with the full determi- 
nation not only to destroy her brother, but to manage matters 
with such horrible ekill әз to leave the blame upon the innocent 
members of her own household. It is probable that ehe would have 
persevered in her dosign ber whole life through if new and power- 


gelf and her family was the cause of her seeking such & home as tho 
Brighton sisterhood could give her. At any rate, it is to the in- 
fluences exercised upon her by these ladies that her ultimate con- 
fession is immediately due. Her advisers, we are bound to sey, 
soem ошу to have done their duty in encouraging her to make a 
public confession. It was not ав if her crime had been а mere pri- 
wate and personal cin. As long as she was silent the most dreadful 
ourse which human beings can bear weighed upon two persons, and 
it was the plain duty of any friend, whether clerical or lay, to whom 
she confided her secret, that he should bid her give herself up to 
justice and make amends. This she has done, and whatever she 
may suffer, she will have the happiness of knowing that her unfor- 
tunate father ін now sgain а free and unsuspected man.

THE PRINOE AND PBINOESS OF WALES IN 

OORNWALL. 
Ат three o'clock on Saturday morning the Osborne weighed anchor 
from Plymouth aud set out for the Cornish coast. It would seem 
some what strange that this should be the first visit of the Prince to 
a county so picturesque, and with which he is ғо intimately con- 
nected. It is true that some twenty years &go he honoured more 
then one port in Cornwall with his presence, but then it is to be 
feared his thoughts were of other things than the beanty of its 
soenery or the loyalty of its inhabitants. Ia 1846 it was tuat her 
Majesty and the late Prince Consort, bringing with them his royal 
highness, entered the same harbour and visited the same ас :пев 
which he on Saturday visited with the Princess of Wales. Their 
royal highnesses were met at the Viotoria-stairs, at the foot of 
Albert-quay, Fowey, by Lord Vivian, Lord Lieutenant of Corn wall, 
Lord Portman, Mc. Kendal, M.P., Sir O. Rashleigh, and the Rav. 
Dr. Treffry, of “the Place," who, on the part of the inhabitants 
of Fowey, presented his royal highness with the following ad- 
dress: 


“To Albert Elward, Prince of Wales and Duke of Cornwall. 

“ May it please your Royal Hgbness,— We, her Majesty’s loyal 
subjects, the inhabitants of this ancient borough « f Fowey, 
approach your royal bighness with heartfelt congratulations on 
the arrival of your royal highness and the Priacess of Wales in 
your ancient duoby of faithful Cornwall. May your royal highness 
and your royal consort long live to honour this ancient dusty by 
occsaional visits, until by God’s providence your royal highness 
shall be called upon—a period which we trust is very far distant— 
to reign over countless millions who now acknowledge with grati- 
tude the benignant sway of her Most Gracious Majesty, your 
illustrious and royal mo.her. Emulating the virtues of your royal 
parents, may health and every earthly bappiness attend your royal 
niguness, her royal highness the Princess, and your youthful royal 
progeny, and may the Giver of all good &nd power establish your 
royal house on Ше throne of these rea!sus to the latest generations " 

The Prince having graciously received th» address, the royal 
party proceeded up the quay, on which а guard of honour ccm- 
posed of the Fowey, Polruan Par, and Charlestown Volunteer Ас- 
wllery were posted, under the command of Lieutenant-Oolonel 
Gilbert. At the furcher end of the quay two arches of evergreens, 
surmounted by banners, with the words, “ Welcome, Albert Е1- 
ward and Alexandra,” and “ Velkommen,” were erected on each 
side of the granite memorial raised in commemoration of the visit 
of the Qusen and the late Prinee-Consort to the town in 1846, and 
to which the attention of the Prince was for а moment drawa by 
Mr. Treffry. Flags and evergreens were also profugely displayed 
throughout most of the streets, while some of the small craft in the 
harbour were ӘП but extinguished in bunting. А crimson flag 
with the plume of the Prince of Wales, and the initials “ A. E.A ," 
floated from Point Neptune, the marine villa of Mr. W. Rashleigh, 
situated at the ontrance to the harbour, and from one of the turrets 
of “tho Place” the royal standard was displayed. 

Having closed their examination of this and several other inte- 
resting objects, the royal party proceeded to Par, which is ata 
dieiance of about four miles from Fowey, to witness the process of 
extracting a piece of silver, 6,000 ounces in weight, from the furnace 
of the silver-smeltiung works of which Dr. Тгейгу 1s the proprietor. 
They then drove off to the Fowey Oonsols Mine, and saw the “man 
engine" which is used for bringing up and letting down the 
miners, а depth of 250 fathoms, at work. Неге the Prince aud 
Princess were oe loudly cheered, and by none more loudly than 
by the little Oornish girls, tanned by the sua and overflowing 
with beslth and spirits, who work ор the surface of the mines, 
and in whose gambols, awkwardly expressive though they 
might be of their devoted attachment to her person, the Princess 
seemed to take much pleasure. From this point—for the day, 
which had bitherto been very fice, suddenly became wet, 
the rain falling fast — her royal highness, acoompsnied 
by the Duchess of Sutherland, the Countess de Grey, 
the Earl of Mount-Edgcumbe, and Dr. Treffry, returned to 
Fowey smd partook of lunoheor st “the Place," whence her royal 
highness went on board the Osborne, shortly before three o'clock. 
The Prince of Wales, meantime, regardless of the weather, drove 
on to Bestormel Castle, which stands about nine miles inland, on а 
portion of the royal property. In this castle, Richard, King of the 
Romans, ів believed to have held court. Its revels, however, are 
now ended. It ig a fine old ruin, covered over with ivy, entrenched 
all round, and oconpying s commanding position. In days of yore 
its four large dungeons, the walls of which yet stand, witnessed 
many s;oruel goene. Ite ruinous perfeolion is all thatit has at present 
to recommend it, and it could not efford the Prince of Wales that 
shelter to partake of luncheon which he obtained in its vicinity.

VISIT OF THE PRINCE AND PRINCES3 OF WALES 
TO PLYMOUTH. 
Turm Royal Highnesses devoted Friday, the 21st, te compara- 
tively private enjoyment. They did not leave Mount Edgcambe 
until the afternoon of the day, when they prooeeded in the Princess 
Alice steam yacht up the Hiver Tamar as far as Pentillic Castle, 
the seat of Colonel Ooryton. They landed іп the grounds, where 
they remained some short time. They subsequently embarked on 
board the Osborne royal yacht, when they received the heads of 
departments and several of the noblemen and gentlemen at present 
in the locality, to the number of about forty, who had the honour 
of dining with their royal highnesses. The band of the French 
ships in the Bound was present, and played some choice masic 
during the evening, and the yacht was brilliantly illuminated on 
the ocoasion. Оп Saturday afternoon the yacht steamed out 
through the Sound and proceeded west ward. 

A Plymouth letter contains the following :—''As a great naval 
position it is wonderfully formed, naturally by the land which 
stretohes on each side of the large bay, called tn^ Sound; oa the 
esst to a point finished off by the Mewstone, which is separated 
from the promontory fortified by Straddoa forts; on the west by 
the beautiful wooded bill and park-like grounds of Mount Edg- 
cambe, high above which is seen another and strong т fort, called 
Treganthe, while almost іп the centre lies the strong island fortress 
of Bt. Nicholas or Drake's Island, from Bir Fiancis Drake, who did 
great things in his day for Piymouth. Тһе Breakwater is now 
converted into an immense fortress by a large central battery and 
two flanking works, one at eaoh extremity. The high ground of 
Stonehouse has aleo been strongly fortified, ав the position for the 
marines and Drake's Island ig now almost опе huge casemated fort. 
The Citadel is itself an enormous work, besides the guns on the 
ramparts having the whole of the face of the rock on which it 
stands traversed by terraces, with platforms mounted with heavy 
guns, 68-pounders, and the old Armstrong breech-loader 112- 
pounder. The English and French ships lio jast inside the Break- 
water, in what is called the man-o'-war anchoring ground, іп tbo 
following order: the Aohilles to the extreme west; next to her the 
Prince Consort; then comes the Royal Sovereign, 4, turret-ship, 
which looks absolutely insignificant and more like a dreiging barge 
than anything elee, especially iu contrast with its Freuch neighbour, 
the Magenta, 52, whion looks as if she conid with a concsntrated 
broadside from her two tiers of guns, poured down upon tbe deck 
of the turret-ship, completely annihilate her. Close by the 
Magenta float the Flandre, 38 gune, and the gunboat L'A:i-l 
Abreast of the French ships is the Constances frigate, newly out of 
dock here, and jast oommissioned—a wooden ship То the extreme 
east of the line lies the Austrian frigate, a well-looking ship enough, 
bat, if we judge by her firing, rather slackly handled "

fleets and the royal yacht, as previously described.

ENGINEERING WOBKS IN EGYPT.— THE DAMMING 
OF THE NILE. 

Oor readers will have read with much ра of the number of Eng- 

lish workmen and enginsers who have fallen victims to the cholera 

in Egypt From the last accounts, it appears now that the dreadful 

malady is fast diss) 5 

It wili interest our readers to know what extensive works are 
being carried on in Egypt to employ so many English, French, and 
other workmen there. One great work has been the damming of 
the Nile; and we give on page 108 an illustration of this gigantic 
undertaking, which stands among the crambliag ruins of the monu- 
ments of ancient Egypt, a splendid specimen of modern art and 
engineering skill. 

he project of damming the Nile was conceived by Mehemet All, 
who, notwithstanding the counsels of his ministers and European 
opinion against the possibility of such an undertaking proving suc- 
cessful, entrusted the erection of the works to а French engineer. 
This gentleman, who has long been in his service, by his influence 
induced the Viceroy to undertske and complete works that have 
proved of great benefit to the country of whioh the latter made him- 
self the , and to the of which he devoted his energies. 

The firat stone was laid on the 9th of April, 1847, by Mehemet 
Ali, assiste by priests of the Mahometan faith, who, according to 
an ancient custom, prayed over the blood of Йу buffaloes slaugh- 
tered іп the presence of the representatives of foreign Powers, the 
high dignitaries of the country, and others, whose presence had 
been invited by the Viceroy. The ceremony concluded with а 
banquet given to the fifteen thousand workmen who had been called 
from every part of the country to toil at these works, the object of 
which we will at once proceed to explain. 

The ground in Egypt yields two crops during the yeer. The 
produce of the winter season consiste of corn, clover, and flax, 
which are watered by the natural rising of the Nile during the 
moth of September; те the produce of the summer season, con- 
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sisting of indigo, sugar, cotton, &o., has to be watered by artifiolal 
means. This process adde wo greatly to the expense of cultivation, 
that the landholdere and husbandmen are content to reslize the 
one отор. Mehemet Ali, with а view to increase the produce of tke 
land, determined to construct this dam ; so that at tho falling of the 
Nile, the surface of the water shall be kept sufficiently above the 
level of the surrounding country, that the summer crops may 
inundated and cultivated with the game advantages 
wiater. The damming of the Nile will prevent excessive floods, 
and will assure to the whole of Lower Egypt, as far ss Calro, the 
quantity of water necessary for the irrigation of the land. 
Buch is the objeot Mehemet Ali had in view, and which, had he 
1 he would have seen completed. The 
esigned by Mougel Bey, the engineer, consists of two 
sluice gates placed at the head of the Delta; опе оп the Rosetta, the 


curved 
quay, 4,500 feet in length, which forms a battress, by which the 
waters of the stream are separated. The distance between the two 
floodgates is about half a league, and is ооспріей above by the waters 
of the Nile, which from this spot presents a grand coup d'ail. ` 
Three canals, 880 feet in th, are fed from this body of water, 
which by this means is conveyed into Lower Egypt. The first 
orosses the Delta, the second the province of Alexandria, and the 
third the eastern province which separates Egypt from Byria. Our 
illustration represente the вооа! state of the dam erected over the 
Rosetta branch, which is upwards of 1,500 feet in length, and has 
an aroh for barges upwards of forty-five feet in width.
